The speed with which certain representatives of the 
milling and meat industries have predicted higher 
prices for bread and meat products, as a result of a 
six-cent-a-bushel increase in the price of wheat, is al¬ 
most nauseating. 

One mill company raised flour prices within the 
hour, thus adding a cost it could not possibly have 
paid itself. 

One "spokesman” for a large eastern baking firm 
is reported to have said the six cents a bushel would 
add about one-sixth of a cent to the cost of a loaf of 
bread, and that therefore an increase of one cent a 
loaf in the cost to the consumer was in prospect! 

On the face of it, charging the consumer six times 
as much as the baker pays seems utterly indefensible. 
Perhaps an explanation may be forthcoming; if it is, 
it had better be very, very good.

A Place To Live 

Make your farmstead attrac¬ 
tive, advises A. M. Wilson, Field 
Crops Commissioner, Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. A defin¬ 
ite clean-up program can mean 
the difference between a disorder¬ 
ly farm and one you can be proud 
of. 

Eliminate those unsightly corn- 
(rs where weeds collect and 
siuead to the rest of the farm. 
Provide a separate driveway to 
the barn so that Uie house and 
yard can be kept in order. If you 
have no implement shed, at least 
have a particular place for the 
machinery. An implement shed is 
desirable and the time will come 
when this can be built. In the 
meantime, a machine yard back 
of the buildings will increase the 
attractiveness of your farmstead. 

Plant trees. Trees are perman¬ 
ent improvements that will pro¬ 
tect your farmstead, fields and 
roads. In five years time you will 
wonder why you did not start soon¬ 
er. , 

Farm improvement is not a 
short term process, It is a matter 
of careful planning, and working 
steadily towards a long term ob¬ 
jective.
